The following is an extract from a 
letter written by H. Kent Hilbert to 
his parents. Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Gil­ 
bert, of Damascus, Sunday, Novem­ 
ber t. at ('amp Slit-man: 
“ I am well and feeling fin»*. Had 
a good dinner today, too— roast pork, 
gravy, » ash ed potatoes, bread butter 
and apple sauce. 
I have quit drink­ 
ing coffee because they put sugar and 
condensed miJk in It. 
I can’t go that, 
so I quit drinking it. 
‘‘Our Damascus bunch got together 
in the Y. M. this morning and talked 
awhile, then decided to go to quar­ 
ter- and write some letters. 
“ We had our first lesson in trench 
digging lost Tuesday. 
They iharehed 
us about three miles out over the 
hills, and we worked half hour shifts, 
each man working two hours in all, 
so it diil no; hurt anybody. 
Some 
bad a lew blisters u.»d were a little 
tired when we reached camp again. 
W e dug the trenches about five feet 
deep. 
There were about 3,066 men 
Working and they made the dirt fiy 
even if it was hard. 
Every man work­ 
ed when hi? turn came. 
The supply 
company 'brought us our dinners and 
they also hauled our picks and shov­ 
els. 
Captain Motts -aid he »wanted 
us to dig those trenches good, for 
the whole company would have to live 
iu them for two weeks this winter 
I here are some French officers 'here 
now giving instructions."
